Florida dairymen, according to 
Mr. Brown, have made strong ef- 
forts to. continue improvement 
in their product during the past 
few months, Regular testing’ of 
cattle for disease and elimination 
of all suspects and reactors, im- 
proving dairy facilities, and re- 
placement with cows that produce 
more and better milk are some of 
the high points in this Improve- 
ment program. 

As Florida has not suffered 
from any serious drought thia 
year, pastures are in excellent 
condition and winter grazing will 
be very good.

Florida Milk Supply 
For 1936-37 Will Be 
Of Highest Quality 


GAINESVILLE, Fla.—Florida's 
milk supply for the 1936-37 season 
wiil be the best in the history of 
the dairy industry in this state, 
according to Hamlin L. Brown, 
dairy specialist with the State 
Agricultural Extension Service. 

Insofar as quality is concerned, 
Florida's milk supply now ranks 
among the 10 highest in the Unit- 
ed States, Mr. Brown says. 

Begun several years ago, an ac- 
tive campaign of weeding out low. 
Producing cows and replacing 
them with purebred and high 
grade animals giving milk of 
superiór-quality was continued by 
dairymen of the state during the 
past year. The result of this con- 
tinued effort is high production of 
fine quality milk. 

The period | embacing late fall 
and winter.and early spring Is the 
season when the largest amount 
of milk is consumed in Florida. 
During this time, milk consump- 
tion reaches its peak because of 
the influx of tourists and the in- 
crease in per capita consumption 
that goes along with cooler weath.
